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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the prior art does not meet 
the claimed limitation "said carrier contacts substantially the entire bottom substrate surface...", and to modify the references to meet this 
limitation would not allow the references to function as disclosed. The examiner disagrees. Applicant claims that the carrier contacts 
"substantially" the entire cottom substrate surface. The term "substantially" is broad, and would allow for almost all of the surface to be 
contacted, but does not require that exactly all the surface be contacted. The references allow for small openings to allow slurry to flow 
through the device. If almost, but not all of the surface were to be contacted (as in "substantially" contacted, there would still be openings to 
allow the slurry to flow through the device. It is the examiner's position that one of ordinary skill, recognising the broadness of the term 
"substantially", would expect the modified reference devices to function with reasonable success. Applicant's arguments that the top 
surface of the substrate of Manfredi is contacted by the carrier is noted, but moot,. Applicant uses different relative terms ("bottom" for "top" 
) but does not provide structural distinctions. Regarding the limitation, "permanently affixed", it is the examiner's postiion that the prior art 
clearly teaches the advantages of such, as set forth in the previous Office actions. 
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
